Bhortly after midnight the fire, 
which had apparently been brought 
nearly under control, broke out in new 
places, and the efforts of the local fire- 
men, combined with the ald given by 
fire fighters and apparatus from Hart- 
ford, Bridgeport, New Haven and Nau- 
gatuck, seemed powerless to stay iis 
progress. The blase was wiping ovt 
the business portion of the city, all the 
fire being confined to that section, 
though residential parts of the city 
were in danger by sparks driven dy 
the furious wind. 

In the panic caused by the fire there 
were many rumors of accitents and 
fatalities, but at the Waterhury Hos- 
pital at 1 o'clock it was sald that no 
accidents or deaths had been reported 
there. At that hour the fire was still 
burning, though, as viewed from the 
hospital, which is on an eminence com- 
manding the city, it appeared that its 
vigor was abating. Hope was en- 
pressed that the worst was over, and 
that the fire would soon be under con- 
trol. At 1 o'clock conservative esti- 
mates places the loss at $2,000,000. 

In despair of being able to subdue 
the flames by the usual methods, the 
use of dynamite was suggested, but 
the idea was afterward abandoned. It 
is reported that numerous thieves were 
operating in houses Were they had 
been let in to view the flames.

has just issued. Hines has given spe- 
cial attention to this subject, in sub- 
stance to the following effect: 

“The commission endeavors, as it 
has done for years, to excite support 
Yor ite demand for more power by de- 


gertbing the prevalence of secret rate 


ewtting. It held new investigations at 
Chicago and Kansas City to disclose 
conditions which it has known for 
years, delaying the publication of its 
report 80 as to give the results of these 
hearing 
“The indisputable fact must be kept 
before the public that the prevalence 
of rate cutting is an unanswerable ar- 
gument egainst giving the commission 
more power, because it is due prin- 
ally to the commission's utter fail- 
wre to perform its manifest duty. 
“The paramount purpose of the law 
was to secure pub ent and the main- 
tenance of tariff rates. It is the ex- 
press duty of the commission to keep 
advised and enforce the law. It has 
the widest possible powers of investi- 
gation, including» the right to call for 
the production of all books, documents 
and papers, and it can require the dis- 
t attorneys of the United States 
prosecute all violators. These pow- 
have been upheld by the courts. 
The commission, however, has not only 
failed to devote its time and energy to 
discovering and prosecuting violations 
of the law, but it has by its supine- 


. ness acquiesced in and encouraged 
| them, and has done all in ite power to 


break down the force of the act and 
make it a dead MWter by constantly 
proclaiming that the courts have made 
ite enforcement impossible, whereas, 


~ not a single decision has impaired the 


commission's power to prevent rate 
cutting. ; 

“As an Hlustration of its methods, it 
states in its last annual report that the 
courts have held that to convict for pay- 
ing a rebate, it is necessary to ‘show not 
merely that the rafiroad company paid 
@ rebate to a particular shipper, but it 
must aléo be shown that it did not 
pay the same rebate to some other 
shipper, which, as a practical matter, 
ja almost impossible. This statement 
ie not true. The very decision re- 
ferred to distinctly holds that the mere 
fact of paying a rebate from the teriff 
rate is in itself an offense. regardless 
of what was paid by anybody else, and 
the act makes this offense punishable 
by a fine which may be as much as 
tor each instance, where the tar- 
iff rate has been departed from. 

“The commission seems to have 
made investigations upon the subject. 
mot to enforce the act, but simply to 
advertise its contention that the act is 
not enforceable. Moreover, no part of 
the new power now asked by the com- 
mission would have the remotest ten- 
dency to t this rate cutting, and 
this report s that this is now the 
evil to be contended with. 

“I make no attempt to excuse the 
raliroads for violating the law, but I 
insist that the commission's attitude is 
inexcusable. Offended because the 
courts overruled its erroneous assump- 
tions of power in other directions, it 
has been sulking for years—trying to 
create the false impression that the 
Sct is worthless, and seeking to use 
the rate cutting which it could and 
ought to have prevented as a basis for 
demanding radical powers which would 
in no way tend to correct it.”

ALL DEPENDS 
ON CONGRESS. 


Good Legislation Can 
Improve Conditions. 


So Say Business Men 
Who Are Posted. 


Granting of Franchises Invit- 
ing Americans Would Cre- 
. ate Reserve Force.

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

MANILA, Feb. 2.—{By Manila Ca- 
ble.) Manila is intensely interested 
as to what action Congress will 
take concerning the Philippine Islands. 
Ordinary local politics have been for- 
gotten, and two parties have been 
formed, the optimists and the pes- 
simists. Some think that life and prop- 
erty are unsafe outside of the towns 
of the islands, while others ridicule 
such ideas, and consider life and prop- 
erty be secured, 

Criticisms of the statement of Civil 
Governor Taft that he believed 15,000 
men would be sufficient to garrison the 
islands in a year are plentiful. Yet the 
majority of the business men who are 
financially interested in the provinces, 
and consequentiy claim exceptional op- 
portunities for feeling the pulse of the 
people, say that Gov.-Gen.. Taft is 
right, on one condition only, that being 
that Congress acts for the benefit of the 
Philippines. 

Capt. Frank Green, president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce here, 
say she fully believes that Civil Gov- 
ernor Taft's forecast can be realized if 
Congress will arrange to open the 
country to mining and homestead laws, 
and to enlarge the forestry reserves. 
Should this legislation be effected, an 
act by the Philippine Commission 
granting franchises would follow, and 
American capital in large quantities, 
as well as American miners and home- 
stead seekers, would come to the isl- 
ands, 

“If this were accomplished,” contin- 
ued the president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, “we would immediately 
have a large body of resourceful and 
self-reliant men scattered through the 
archipelago, who would become a 
source of information for the govern- 
ment concerning the natives surround- 
ing them, and whe would constitute a 
reserve force in case of necessity. The 
consequent development of the islands 
would give employment to an increas- 
ing number of Filipinos, who, while 
busy making money, would have less 
time to plot. The good wages in sight 
would make even those Filipinos in the 
field desert the insurrection in order to 
enjoy their share of the prosperity. 

“Every one admits the excetlent work 
done by the native constabulary, which 
will be increased. Many municipalities 
now also possess a fairly effectual 

lice force, The concentration of the 

merican troops into substantial bar- 
racks would reduce the sick rate among 
them, and 15,000 men, under such cir- 
cumstances, would equal 20.000 men 
now. Given these conditions, it can 
easily be seen in case of a local out- 
break with which the police would be 
unable to cope, the constabulary would 
be handy; should it be necessary, the 
military can come in, and then, as a 
last resort, would not this ever-increas- 
ing bedy of American citizens be 
willing to render assistance. 

“I consider the assurances made by 
Civil Governor Taft before the Senate 
Committee on the Philippines regaru- 
ing future peace in these islands to be 
timely, inasmuch as they will have a 
tendency to bring about more rapidly 
legisiation on the subjects most need- 
ing attention.” 

A prominent official of the govefrn- 
ment says that the order of Gen. Chaf- 
fee to military commanders to har- 
monize with the civil authorities will 
have some effect. The member of the 
government in question thinks what- 
ever friction there has been in the 
provinces is probably due to the con- 
tinuation In these provinces, in a mi- 
tay capacity, of the same officers who 
previously wielded civil power there. 

“The people at home,” said this 
member of the government, “are prone 
to blame Gen. Otis and Gen. MacArthur 
for making statements which the facts 
did not seem to warrant, while, as a 
matter of fact, both generals were 
right. Gen. Otis justly considered he 
had the situation well in hand, though 
the fighting continued. To Gen. Mac- 
Arthur is due much credit for pacify- 
ing a large portion of the Philippine 
Islands, but to Gen. Chaffee comes the 
greatest opportunity, that of stamping 
out the insurrection in those places 
where there has been the most stubborn 
resistance, prolonged beyond what was 
thought possible. 

“I think that Gen, Chaffee is doing 
this effectively; that his example and 
influence upon the military government 
will soon result in establishing most 
cordial relations between the civil and 
military authorities. Gen. Chaffee rec- 
ognizes that both these branches of the 
government are working by different 
means to the same end, the desire of 
the American people that a clean and 
good government be established in 
every place possible.” 

Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commanding 
the American troops in the provinces 
of Batangas and laguna, Southern 
Luzon, has arrived here to confer with 
Gens. Chaffee and Wheaton. He con- 
siders there is every prospect for the 
final termination of the insurrection in

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Feb. 2.—The 
latest information from the Hondo, 
Mex., mine explosion shows it to be 
fully as seriogs as at first reported. 
There was a total of 106 miners at work 
in the mine when the explosion oc- 
curred, and all of them are dead. The 
majority of the victims are Mexi- 
cans and Chinese, very few Americans 
having been at work in the mine. 
Every mule in the mine was killed, 
three dead ones being taken from the 
débris today. The work of clearing 
away the wreckage in order to get to 
the bodies is being rushed as rapidly 
as possible, but there is no hope that 
any of the 106 men will de rescued 
alive. .

Suggestion Made That the Counter- 
vailing Duty on Sugar from Austria 
and Germany Be Advanced Forty 
Points—Would Also Be a Domestic 
Stimulus. 


[BY DIRECT WIRF TO THE TIMES } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch. International interest is 
manifested in the discussion of the sub- 
ject of Cuban reciprocity between the 
advocates of a reduction of the duty 
on Cuban sugar and tobacco on the 
one hand, and those who prefer to re- 
lieve any distress which may exist in 
the island, on the other, for, aside from 
the fact that the stimulation of the 
sugar production of Cuba would be a 
blow at the domestic sugar beet and 
cane growers, it would materially at- 
fect German and Austrian sugar ex- 
porters, who now supply our markets 
to a considerable extent. 

A new proposition has been presented 
to the President, which he promises 
shall have careful consideration, 
namely, to advance the countervailing 
duty on sugar from Austria and Ger- 
many forty points. It is argued that. 
through ‘the cartel system in vogue in 
both countries, producers in Austria 
and Germany derive a bounty of .40 of 
a cent per pound, In addition to the 
government bounty of .27 of a cent per 
pound. The proposition is that the 
President, through the Secretafy of the 
Treasury, shall advance the countet- 
valling duty now in force against those 
sugars from .27 of a cent per pound to 
47 of a cent per pound. In support of 
this proposal it is argued that this ac- 
tion would afford additional protection 
to Cuban planters, and give them all 
the relief they need, and have the ad- 
ditional advantage of stimulating do- 
mestic production of cane ahd beet 
sugar. A careful presentation of the 
matter was made to the President by 
representatives of both the beet and the 
cane interests, and he promised it 
should be referred to Secretary Shaw 
for consideration.

If we would have our flag respected 
abroad—and it must be so respected— 
we should respect it at home. The en- 
actment of a national flag law would 
serve to show to all the nations of 
the world that we hold in high honor 
the emblem of our sovereignty, and so 
would increase the respect which they 
feel for it and for us. With the ex- 
panding commerce and growing im- 
portance of the United States in 
world-affairs, our flag will become 
more and more familiar to the peo- 
ples of other lands. The fact that we 
guard it with jealous and sealous 
care from disrespect at home will 
be a far-reaching influence in secur- 
ing proper regard for it in foreign 
lands. 

The American Flag Association, 
with headquarters iu New York, is one 
organization formed for the purpose of 
fostering public sentiment in favor of 
honoring the national flag and pre- 
serving it from desecration. This as- 
sociation is not merely a society of 
individual members, but is a union 
of the flag committees of all patriotic, 
veteran, military, civic and historica! 
societies throughout the United States. 
It alms to coordinate the efforts of al! 
flag committees in the common cause. 
This association is making a deter- 
mined effort to secure from the pres- 
ent session of Congress the enactment 
of a law which will furnish the de- 
sired protection for the flag. The 
cause in which it has enlisted is a 
worthy one, and its efforts should be 
crowned with abundant success.

The Collision Takes Place on a High

SALT LAKE (Utah) Feb. 3.—-A spe- 
clal to the Tribune from Denver says 
the Colorado Midland passenger train 
west bound for Sait Lake and San 
Francisco, had a narrow escape from 
instant destruction Sunday morning, 
two miles west of Buena Vista.

That was just before dark Saturday 
evening. 

The intruder's work in the Hellman 
cottage was not estimated yesterday, 
A representative of Miss Clark foand 
everything thoroughly overhauled in 
her cottage. The visitor had removed 
nearly all the tableware and had evi- 
dently attempted to take nearly every- 
thing else of considerable value. A 
front window had been emashed and a 
rear door had been pried loose from its 
fastening. 

At noon yesterday Mrs. Waterman 
saw the men that had attracted her 
attention Saturday evening. He was 
walking through the mud from a boat 
at a point toward Mormon Island., 
and making for the Salt Lake tracks. 
That being a very unusual locality for 
anyone to be traveling, Mrs Waterman 
called her husband's attention to the 
mans actione.
